‘Ernest Schiller Locks Cap-

Lewes, Del., March 30.— The story of 
how a lohe German stowaway held up 
the captain and 56 members of the crew 
of the British steamer Matoppo, com- 
pelling them to change the vessel's 
course and land him at the Delaware 
breakwater after he had rifled the 
ship’s safe and taken their valuables, 
was told here tonight by Captain Berg- 
ner, master of the Matoppo. 

The stowaway, who says his name is 


Ernest Schiller, and that he had lived 
in Hoboken, N. J., for the past eight 


months, is in jail here. 
The hold-up took place outside the

they say, will be returned to the Ma- 


toppo and turned over to British offi- 
clals at St. Lucia, where the vessel will 
coal on her way to Viadivostok. 


Leeks Captain in Cabin. 

The Matoppo sailed from New York 
yesterday for Viadivostok with a car- 
go of barbed wire and farm implements. 
She passed out Sandy Hook at 6 o’clock 
in the evening and two hours later, up- 
on entering his cabin, Captain Berg- 
ner says he was confronted by a young 
man with a revolver in each hand. 
“Hands up and not a sound if you value 
your life?“ was the command that greet- 
The captain then was bound 
hand and foot and locked in his cabin 
promising under penalty of death not 
to raise an alarm. 

Then making his way to Gne wireless 
cabin, the stowaway, who is about 26, 
put the instruments out of commission 
and threw the ship's guns, consisting of 
six rifles, eee, He then return 
ed to the captain’s cabin, went sary a.

Meanwhile the 
vey Tid signals asking for assistance 
had been sighted by the pilot boat 
Philadelphia, which immediately re- 
sponded to the call and took the small 
boat in tow, disregarding the threats 
of Schiller, who still was in possession 
of his guns and threatened to shoot 
anybody who put a hand on him. 

Steaming for the Delaware break- 
water, the Philadelphia was met off 
Cape Henlopen, Delaware, by a coast 
guard power boat, which had put out 
from Lewes in answer to the Matoppo’s 
signals.

“Washington, March 30.—The Burnett 
immigration bill, with its literacy test 
and Asiatic exclusion provisions un- 
changed, passed the house today. 308 
to 87. It now goes to the senate, where 
favorable action is regarded as as- 
sured. 1 

The literacy test, about which the 
fight against the bill had centered, 
was sustained, 284 to 107. This provi- 
sion brought vetoes of similar immi- 
gration, bills by Presidents Cleveland, 
Taft and Wilson.

Kb. DANIELS ADDS 
TO NAVAL PROGRAN 


Wants Munition Plant, 
Larger Research Labora- 
tory, More Men and Civil- 
ian Educators for Naval 
Academy. : 


Washington, March 30.—A final re- 
view of the administration's navy plans 
was given the house naval .commit- 
tee today by Secretary Daniels, who 
added in several respects to the pro- 
Sram he had mapped out in estimates 


Secretary Daniels recommended a 
government plant to manufacture navy 
projectiles; raised the estimate for the 
proposed research laboratory from $1,- 
000,000 to $1,600,000, asked for about 
15,000 additional men instead of 10,000 
and proposed that civilian educators 
be placed at the head of the non-mili- 
tary departments of the naval academy 
to release line officers for active 
service. 

Requesting that all provision for air 
service be stricken out of the five- 
year building program, Mr. Daniels 
urged an appropriation of $2,000,000) 
for aircraft this year. He explained 
that there was no way of determining 
whet expenditure would be necessary 
in the future. 

, Criticiam Expected Today. 

Criticism of Secretary Daniels’ ad- 
ministration of the department fore- 
shadowed by the course of certain com- 
mittee members in examining pre- 
vious witnesses, probably will mate- 
rialize tomorrow. The secretary was 
allowed to proceed without interrup- 
tion today, taking up the items in the 
program one by one. He will con- 
clude his statement tomorrow and be 
questioned by the committeemen. 

Questions of new construction, of 
battleships versus battle cruisers, of 
the size and speed of future subma- 
rines and other subjects much debated 
during the prolonged hearing were 
not reached today. Mr. Daniels’ state- 
ments, outside of those relating to per- 
sonnel, had to do almost whoily with 
industrial problems of the service. 

An outline of the department's plan 
for building up an adequate reserve 
force for the navy, presented by the 
secretary, provides for five classes of 
reservists. The first, to be known as 
the fleet reserve, would be composed 
of former officers and ehlisted men; 


and men of the sea-going profession 
for service on fighting ships in war; 
the third, or naval auxiliary reserve, 
ot ship masters and seamen enrollea 
kor war time duty on the auxiliary 
fieets; the fourth, or naval coast de- 
tense reserve, of residents on or near 
the coast capabie of serving aboard 
mining craft, patrol vessels, torpedo 
boats, air crafx and the like, for duty 
on the coasts and in their respective 
districts, and the fifth, or voiunteer 
naval reserve, of men who would have 
no duty in peace times, but as owners 
of yacnts, power boats or other craft, 
could render efficient aid in war times. 


Urges Armor Plate Factory. 


Secretary Daniels urged the com- 
mittee to report favoraply the armor 
Plate factory bill, which recently pass- 
ed the senate, and which will be taken 
up in the house next Tuesday. 

A projectile plant, he declared, was 
vitally important. Prices, he said, were 
going up and European orders had 
made it virtually impossible to obtain 
what the navy must have. e added 
that a government plant would make 
it possiole to guard against navy ih- 
ventions getting into the hands ot pos- 
sible eneiny powers, as was now al- 
most certain to be the case. 

“The conditions in the United States,” 
said the secretary, is briefly as fol- 
lows: The navy wants armor piercing 
projectiles, but it does not want an 
inferior quality, such as the manu- 
facturers are willing to sell as such. 
The manufacturers, although they have 
ample capacity, and, alinoumn they 
Know that projectiles in accordance 
with the requirements can be produced, 
are unwilling to undertake ir’ pro- 
duction, but are endeavoring to force 
the navy department to pay the same 
prices for an admittedly interior prod- 


uct, 

“What is the answer? There can be 
only one; that is for the navy depart- 
ment to own and operate its own pro- 
jectile plant which will enable it to 
fill its own requirements and possi- 
bly to imaprove over the qualities now 
demand of private concerns.“ 

The secretary said the necessary com- 
plements for ships was one of the most 
vexing problems faeed, as it was gel- 
dom two captains agreed as to ‘the 
number of. men needed.

AGREED UPON IN MACON 


Executive Committee to Be 

Composed of Large Ship- 
per From Each of the 12 
Congressional Districts. 


Matoh, Ga, March 30.—(Special.)— 

Traffic men and representatives from 
manufacturing concerns from all over 
Georgia, numbering about fifty, gath- 
ered at the Hotel Dempsey today for 
a discussion of the proposed revision 
by the railroad commission of freight ; 
rates in the state of Georgia. The pur- 
pose of the meeting, as stated by Ben- 
jamin Gilham, traffic manager of the 
local freight bureau, was “to consider 
the proposed revision of freight rates 
in the state of Georgia and to get to- 
gether and learn the true facts so that 
the business men vitally concerned may 
have a better knowledge as to how to 
fight the revision.” 
A permanent organization was 
agreed upon which will have general 
supervision of the whole proposition, 
but which will have sub-committees 
representing the various manufactur 
ing and industrial interests to look out 
for the interests of the individual con- 
cerns, This organization is to consist 
of a chairman, vice chairman, secre- 
tary and treasurer, who will be ap- 
pointed by a committee of twelve, who 
compose the executive committee. The 
executive committee will also select 
four subcommittees—statistics commit- 
tee, a publicity committee, a ways and 
means committee and a legislative com- 
mittee. | 

The committee on organization ad- 
journed their session late this evening 
without having agreed on the names 
of those who are to compose the ex- 
ecutive committee. It will be impos- 
sible to make a selection until the will- 
ingness of several large shippers, who 
are proposed as members, to serve is 
ascertained. One member will be chosen 
from each congressional district. The 
committee will probably be announced 
about next Monday. As soon as the 
committee is announced the members 
will be called to meet in either Macon 
or Atlanta and outline work to be done 
in connection with the freight rate 
matter, elect officers and appoint the 
four subcommittees. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

Resolutions were adopted by the 
meeting as follows: 

“Whereas, there has been filed with 
the ratlroad commision of Georgia by 
the freight-carrying lines of this state, 
a petition praying the adoption of 
what is known as southern classifica-

“Whereas, the effect of this petition, 
if adopted, would be so general in 
character as to include shippers of 
every class, a meeting of such shippers 
to determine upon a course to be taken 
in answer to said petition seems justi-

How This Great National Song 
Was Written. 


During Admiral Cockburn’s devastat- 
ing cruise in the waters of Maryland 
and. Virginia in 1814, he finally at- 
tempted the capture of Baltimore. 

Francis Scott Key, born in Frederick, 

Maryland, August 11, 1779, a graduate 
of St. John’s College, Annapolis, was 
practicing law in his native town, and, 
learning of the capture and detention 
on board the British fleet of a friend, 
took his boat on the 12th instant, and, 
rowing out under a flag of truce, asked 
for his release. This was not only de- 
nied, but his boat was lashed to the 
flagship, and he was obliged to remain 
on board this slight craft, exposed to 
danger from both the American and 
British fire, which was kept up with 
great spirit until the morning of the 
next day. ‘ 
Key could see during daylight that 
the fort was certainly holding its own, 
but when the darkness set in, the blaz- 
ing fuses of the shell from the British 
bomb-kKetches, and the terrific meteor- 
sweep of the great war-rockets, lately 
introduced by General Congreve, and 
their heavy explosions in and around 
the fort, made the danger more ap- 
parent. 

With daylight the fire gradually died 
down, and sullenly allowing his cap- 
tives to depart, Admiral Cockburn drew, 
off his scattered and scarred fleet. But

In his address before an audience which 
packed the Atlanta theater, Municipal Fx- 
pert Allen D. Albert, of Minnesota, who lec- 
tured here under the auspicés of the Rotary 
club of Atlanta, pointed to the university 
high school—a consolidation of the present 
scattered high school plants—as foremost 
among Atlanta’s needs.

That Followed the War

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SHERIFFS AND LYNCHINGS. 


The suggestion that if the rsponsibility 
for a lynching were put upon the sheriff of 
a county to the extent, of requiring him to 
show cause why he should not relinquish 
his office, hig enemies might organize or en- 
courage lynchings for the purpose of oust- 
ing him, is an argument unworthy of any 
reasonable, thinking man. 

And yet such an argument has been ad- 
vanced against the proposal to put a cer- 
tain measure of responsibility upon the 
sheriff and his deputies as one of the rem- 
edies for mob law. The absurdity of such an 
argument is apparent upon the face of it, | 
particularly when it is understood that the 
proposition is not automatically to dismiss 
the sheriff from office when a lynching 


takes place, ‘but simply to require him to 
show cause to the governor why he should 
not be dispossessed, and leaving final action 
in the matter within the governor’s dis- 
cretion. a ! 

Commenting on the proposed law to put 
a cartain measure of responsibility upon the 
sheriff, and discussing the shallow argument 
against it here indicated, The Spartanburg 
S. C., Journal very appropriately says: 


Every friend of the sheriff would 
use all of his influence to do away with 
lynching sentiment, Thus, there would 
be a powerful influence being brought to 
bear in every county in the state to do 
away with the custom of lynching. The 
sheriff and his friends would preach 
against it and fight the sentiment day in 
and day out and they would have the 
support of the lIaw-abidine element ir- 
respective of political’ ‘affiliations, It 
would be but a qusstien of @ short time 
only until the sentiment against lynch- 
ing would be so strong that there would 
be no lynching... We. believe the ‘Sug- 
gested law a good one. We would like to 
see it given a trial. 


It is simply, after all, a question of put- 
ting the burden upon the sheriff to show 
that he has done his duty. Certainly no 
right-thinking person can object to this. If 
he does his full duty, the governor, in the 
exercise of his authority, would retain him 
in office, applying such remedial measures 
as the circumstances might suggest. If he 
fails in his duty, the governor would sus- 
pend him pending investigation, or dismiss 
him altogether, as the circumstances of the 
case might seem to require. | 

The Spartanburg Journal has struck the 
keynote of the proposition in the suggestion 
that the very presénce of such a law upon 
the statute books would have the effect of 
creating an anti-lynching sentiment through 
effort and activity on the part of the 
sheriff's friends. The effect would be the 
natural repression of mob law sentiment, 
and perhaps ultimate elimination of lynch- 
ing altogether. 

The proposed law is one that could not 
possibly harm or interfere with any well- 
disposed and determined sheriff. It is the 
sheriff's duty to bear responsibility for the 
enforcement of the law.

Supply Has Caught Up With 
Demand in Market, Asserts 
Philadelphia Man. 


Charles Coolidge Parlin, manager of 
commercial research work for the Cur- 
tis Publishing company, of Philadel- 
phia, addressed a large gathering of 
Atlanta .business men at a luncheon 
yesterday, held at the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Presiden V. H. Kriegshaber an- 
nounced tit the chamber of commerce 
would cogtinue the practice of having 
a noted @xpert lecture to the members 
of the chamber from time to time as 
long as such enthusiasm was shown, 
and good crowds came out to hear 
the lectures. 

Mr. Parlin defined the modern, suc- 


cessful. merchant as the man who 
knows how to deal with the human side 
of his customers. He declared that in 
the automobile and general merchan- 
dise and retail lines of business that 
supply had long ago caught up with 
the demand in the market, and that 
now the consumer was the one’ who 
dictated to the market what he should 
buy. Thirty years ago, he-pointed out 
that the automobile manufacturer made 
any sort of automobile that he wished 
to make, and that it was not uncom- 
mon for the consumer to pay as high 
as 3250 for a place in line to have the 
opportunity of bidding for these cars 
when they would be sold by the man- 
ufacturer. He predicted that the truck 
manufacturing business, which is sole- 
ly a utility, would in time dwindle 
down to a half-dozen permanent man- 
ufacturers,.and that the manufacturers 
of pleasure cars, which comprise both 
the element of utility and style, 
would be restricted to about 25 or 30 
permanent manufacturers. 5

SILENCE OF BERLIN 
PUZZLE TO CAPITAL 


Continued From First Page. 


that Ambassador Page's information 
tended to substantiate press reports of 
the alleged attacks upon the destroyer. 

Up to an early hour today no fur- 
ther affidavits had been. received at 
the state department from survivors of 
the Sussex, the Englishman, the Man- 
chester Engineer or other vessels in 
which Americans were pudangores. 

All circumstantial evidence indicates 
that these ships were torpedoed with- 
out warning and that German subma- 
rines have begun an underwater cam- 
paign in violation of Germany’s recent 
assurances to the United States. 

Some officials credit the suggestion 
that German submarine commanders 
are acting under secret instructions, 
such as were advocated by Admiral von 
Tirpitz, to rig? coms every vessel ap- 
proaching the British Isles. Although 
official confirmation is lacking, some 
officials believe the commanders of 
German submarine have orders other 
than those of which this country is ad- 


vised. 

The United States, it is stated au- 
thoritatively, has determined upon the 
next step. . Unless Germany makes 
some statement in reply to inquiries 
made by this country, to cause the 
state department to change its present 
intentiona, all recent pg age inci- 
dents will be combined into one gen- 
eral indictment, which will make the 
issue clear cut. Should Germany dis- 
claim responsibility for the disasters 
the United States will continue inves- 
tigations. If conclusive 8 that the 
ships were torpedoed without warning 
is secured, the United States probably 
will act promptly. 

A dispatch from Ambassador Gerard, 
who has been instructed to make in- 
quiries in Berlin, was expected mo- 
mentarily today. Until his message is 
received no steps in the grave situa- 
tion can be taken. 


REICHSTAG COMMITTEE 
AGREES ON SEA WARFARE. 


London, March 30.—An agreement 
has been reached by the reichstag’s 
main committee that “Germany’s sea 
warfare should be carried through by 
all means most instrumental in secur: 
ing a successful issue of the war,” ac- 
ne to a wireless from Berlin to- 
ay. 

During an exhaustive discussion of 
the subject, says the dispatch, Chancel- 
lor von Bethmann-Hollweg, Admiral 
von Capelle, secretary r the admir- 
alty, and Dr. Solf, the Colonial secre- 
tary, ain delivered speech It was 
especially emphasized in the discussion, 
the dispatch adds, that any interfer- 
ence with the authorities in command 
was far from the purpose of the 
movers of the recent motion regarding 
the conduct of submarine warfare, and 
the chancellor declared that he recog- 
nized the motives of the movers. 

The agreement reached in committee 
is said to have been unanimous. 
ALGERIAN ATTACKED 
WITHOUT WARNING. 

Paris, March 30.—The following offi- 
cigl report concerning the sinking of 
the French steamship Algerian was 
made public today: 

“The Algerian was en route from 
Tunis for Marseilles when a subma- 
rine fired on her without warning. The 
steamer stopped at the first shot, but 
the submarine continued to fire on her 
until she was sunk, and then on the 
lifeboats. filled with the shipwrecked 
ersons. On this account only eight of 
7 men on board reached land. 

“The submarine flew the Austrian 
flag. The captain and second mate of 
the Algerian were wounded fatally by 
the first shot. The Algerian was un- 
armed and had a car of wheat, oate 
and wine.” 


The French steam Algerian was 
sunk last November. ress dispatches 
at the time said she was torpedoed 
without warning.

I 
a right to have its agents 
tempting to defeat my proposal, but 
‘the genate of the United States has no 
right to permit the duPont Powder 
company to defeat this legislation.” 

Barly in the day Senator Saulsbury, 
éf Delaware, introduced a bill prepared

providing for granting of fifty-year 
water power site leases to conrpora~ 
tions, which would guarantee to erect 
hydro-electric plants for production of 
nitrate from the air and supply the 
government at a price to be fixed by 
the secretary of war. 

The Available Sites. 

Senator Gallinger, referring to hear- 
ings before the senate agricultural 
committee on the bill of Senator Smith, 
of South Carolina, to appropriate $15,- 
900,000 for development of five Fov- 
ernment nitrate plants, said he under- 
stood there were only two available 
sites in the United States for such a 
purpose—at Muscle Shoals on the Ten- 
nessee river in Alabama, and on the 
‘Columbia river in Washington. 

The United States was dependent on 
Chile for nitrogen, and the establish- 
ment of an air nitrogen industry for 
defense in war is avsnational need, said 
the senator. He also pointed out that 
cheap fertilizer was necessary for a 
cheap food supply, and congress shoul 
see to it that cheap fertilizer was pu 
within the reach of all.

When a man of character and ability,
